Ratsiag Plants from Cuttings, 


‘There are many species and varieties 
of cultivated plunts which are readily 
propagated by what are termed ripe- 
wood cuttings. With some kinds, like 
the willows, cottonwoods, and garden 
currants, the cuttings may be taken 
from the parent stock at almost any 
time from the falling of the leaf in 
sutamn until the swelling of the buds 
in spring, without much danger of 
Joss; buc there wre otbers which re. 
-quire special trestment in onler to 
maxe them grow. In some cases the 
cold of winter dries up and so weak- 
ens the vitality o¢ the young shoots of 
woody plants that, when tnken for 
-euttings or tions, they fail to grow, 
even under the most, favorable condi- 
tions. For this reason nurserymen 
wnd others who desire to propagate 
trées and various shrubs by euttings 
or grafting, gstmer the shoots wanted 
tor this purpose in the fall or early 
part of winter. ‘The wood, or that 
Portion of the branches to be used In 
these methods of propkgation, is not 
only in a better condition at this s 
son than at any other, but it also 
affords the propagator au opportunity 
of putting bis clons and cuttings 
throucn a kind of preparatory treat- 
ment during the winter months, and 
having them in an advanced stage at 
age opening of spring. For instance, 
nurserymen who propagate the apple 
extensively dig up their seedling 
stocks in the fall, and place them 
where they can be obtained when
